HAVE RIGHT TO ORGANIZE 


Methods of Defendants in West 
Virginia Case Held to Be 
Unlawful and Malicious. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Right 
of employers to prevent labor unions 
from soliciting nonunion employes to 
join the labor organizations was up- 
held today by the Supreme Court by 
a divided vote of six to three in test 
cases against the United Mine Work- 
ers of America and the American 
Flint Glass Workers’ Union. 

Methods of the labor organfzation, 
in attempting to unionize the “open- 
shop” workmen and bring about 
strikes were declared “unlawful and 
malicious.“ Injunctions, previously 
given by Federal Judge Dayton in 
West Virginia to prevent the union 
activities, were sustained. 

The Court admftted the right of 
workmen to organize into unions for 
lawful methods, but held that the 
employers, the Hitchman Coal and 
Coke Co. and the Eagle Glass Manu- 
facturing Co. of West Virginia, were 


entitled to operate their plants open 


shop” and to protection, and injunc- 

tions against the labor union were 

ordered for that purpose. 
Three Justices Dissent. 

Justices Brandeis, Holmes 
Clarke dissented. 

“The Supreme Court holds,” the 
majority opinion held, that the 
plaintiff was acting within its law- 
ful rights in employing its men upon 
the terms that they should not be 
members of the United Mine Work- 
ers; that, having established this 
working agreement between it and 


and 


its employes with the free assent of 


the latter, the plaintiff is entitled to 
be protected in the enjoyment of 
the resulting status as in any other 


legal right; that the fact that the 
3 was  terminable by 
either rty ‘at Hn, time” made no 


difference since the right of the em- 
ployes to strike or to leave the work 
gave no right to defendants to inves- 
tigate a strike; that plaintiff was 
and its entitled to the good will of 
its employes precisely as a merchani 
is entitled to the good will of his cus- 
tomers, although they are under no 
obligation to deal with him; that the 
value of the relation lies in the rea- 
sonable probability that by properly 
treating its employes and paying 
them fair wages and avofding rea- 
sonable grounds of complaint, plain- 
tiff will be able to retain them in its 
employ, and to fill vacancies occur- 
ring from time te time by the em- 
ployment of other men on the same 
terms, and that defendants could not 
be permitted to interfere with these 
rights without some just cause or 
excuse. 
Right to Organize Upheld. 

“By way of justification or excuse 
defendants set up the right of work- 
ingmen to form unions and to en- 
large their membership by inviting 
other workingmen to join. The opin- 
ion of the Court freely concedes this 
right, provided the objects of the 
union be proper and legitimate, 
which is assumed to be true, in a 
general sense, with respect to the 
United Mine Workers ef America. 

“But the Court holds that it is er- 
roneous to assume that this right is 
so absolute that it may be exercised 
under any circumstances and without 
any qualification; that, in truth, like 
other rights that exist in civilized 
society, it must always be exercised 
with reasonable regard for the con- 
flicting rights of others, according 
to the fundamental maxim ‘So use 
your property as not to injure the 
rights of another.’ 

“Hence, assuming that the de- 
endants were exercising the right 
te invite men to joi ntheir union, 
nevertheless, since they had notice 
that plaintiff's mine was run non- 
union, that none of the men had a 
right to remain at work there after 
joining the union, and that the ob- 
servance of this agreement was of 
much importance and value both to 
plaintiff and to its men who had vol- 
untarily made the agreement and de- 
sired to continue working under it, 
the defendants were under a duty 
to exerecise care to refrain from un- 
necessarily injuring plaintiff; yet 
they deliberately and advisedly se- 
lected that method of enlarging the 
union membership which would in- 
flict injury upon plaintiff and its 
loyal employes, by persuading man 
after min to join the union and hav- 
ing done so, to remain at work, keep- 
ing the employer in ignorance of 
their number and identity, until so 
many should have joined that by 
stopping work in a body they could 
coerce the employer and the remain- 
ing miners to organize the mine; 
amd that the conduct of defendants 
in so doing was unlawful and ma- 
licious. * 

Membership Not Only Motive. ~

BANKERS’ TRUST 
CASE D 
BY GOVERNMENT 


John E. Franklin and Charles S. 
Marsh Were Indicted on 
Charges of Fraud. 


ORDER FROM WASHINGTON 


District Attorney Says Neben- 
mendations Were Made to At- 
torney-General’s Office. 


The case of the United States Gov- 


ernment against John E. Franklin 


and Charles S. Marsh, president and 
secretary of the defunct Bankers’ 
Trust Co., who were indicted cn 
charges of using the mails to further 
a scheme to defraud, in the promo- 
tion of the trust company, was dis- 
missed by the Government this 
morning in the United States District 
Court. 

The case was called Oct. 31 last, 
but was continued until today be- 
cause of the illness of an essential 
witness for the State. This witnes:, 
it was stated, was the bullder of the 
San Antonio, Uvalde & Gulf Kall 
road, in which the assets of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co. were largely la- 
vested. 

At the time this continuance was 
granted, District Attorney Oliver 
stated that he would oppose any fur- 
ther continuance, and would demand 
that the case go to trial today. 

Order From Washington. 

When the case was called this 
morning, District Attorney Oliver 
announced to the Court that the dis- 
missal of the proceeding had been 
ordered by the Department of Jus- 
tice in Washington. The order of 
dismisal was then entered. 

When Oliver was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter as to the reason 
for the dismissal of the case, he said 
that he was requested, three or four

The Post-Dispatch, Oct. 19 last, 
printed a news story stating that 
powerful political influences, work- 
ing through Congressmen from Mis- 
souri, Texas and Colorado, had been 
endeavoring to obtain an order from 
the Department of Justice for the 
dismissal of the Franklin-Marsh 
prosecutions. . Franklin had many 
friends in political life, particularly 
in Texas. 

The prosecution was based on evi- 
dence obtained by Monte Price, a 
United States Postoffice Inspector 
in the St. Louis district. It was 
learned, at the time of the continu- 
ance of the case in October, that 
Price had been requested, by his su- 
péeriors in the Postoffice Department, 
for his opinion as to the strength of 
the case against Franklin and Marsh. 


Price’s Ce#einion. 


Price repliea, he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at that time, with 
a letter to the Postmaster-General, 
in which he said that, if borrowing 
money to pay dividends was not a 
“scheme to defraud,” then he had 
been mistaken in his conception of 
the case. 

The principal charges against 
Franklin and Marsh were that they 
paid dividends which were not justi- 
fied by the earnings of the company, 
and that the Texas railroad property 
was carried on the company’s books 
at a fictitious valuation. 


Thomas B. Harvey, attorney for 
Franklin and Marsh, said, after the 
dismissal of the case, that he had 
submitted a full statement of the 
case, including an audit of the com- 
pany’s books, to the Department of 
Justice, at Washington, and that he 
believed this statement had con- 
vinced the department that the 
charges could not be sustained. He 
said he did not believe political in- 
fluence had figured in the decision. 

Books Were Audited. 

The audit of the books: made by 
the accounting firm of Westermann 
& Trader, was made at the instance 
of Harry C. Morrow, a stockholder, 
who had been active in furthering 
the prosecution of the case. The au- 
adm, according to Harvey, showed 
that the company declared its divi- 
dends within its earnings, and that 
it had excess of earnings over 
dividends every year up to the fail- 
ure.

ALLIED TROOPS 
ON FIGHTING LINE 
INNORTHERN ITALY 


88 and British Veterans 
Take Over Important Points, 
Letting Italians Rest. 


By Associated Press. 

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTHERN ITALY, Dec. 9.—Allied 
reinforcements now have definitely 
taken their place on the actual Ital- 
lan front and are today occupying 
trenches in the battered positions 
‘held by the Italian troops, now re- 
lieved for a needed respite. 

The British position is around the 
heights of Montello, on the Upper 
Piave, where the batteries on the 
heights are already in action and 
rifle fire answers the steady sniping 
from ‘across the river. The French 
position cannot as yet be indicated, 
but it is in an equally important sec- 
tor, 

The extent of the transfer is con- 
siderable. The Italian front, from 
the mouth of the Piave to the Swiss 
frontier, is about 150 miles. About 
one-third of this is inactive, but 100 
miles of front along the Piave and 
the northern stretch is feeling the 
continuous pressure of the enemy 
forces. The Italians still guard con- 
siderable portions and are meeting 
the brunt of the attacks in the north. 
The battle of Asiago is virtually 
suspended, with the enemy checked 
in his main design of breaking 
through the Brenta Valley and the 
plains a few miles below. 

Yesterday a fleet of 150 airplanes, 
including Italian light and heavy 
squadrons, scattered more than 2000 
bombs, which caused extensive dam- 
age in the northern sector, where

Off by Submarine Which 
Torpedoed American Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Fur- 
ther reports from Vice Admiral 
Sims have begun to unfold the story 
of the torpedoing of the destroyer 
Jacob Jones, but do not fessen the 
toll of lives lost with the ship. Only 
44 of 110 or more officers and men 
aboard are known to have survived, 


including one unidentified man 
picked up and carried off by the sub- 
marine that struck the blow. 

Yesterday’s reports added to the 
list of dead Ensign Stanton F. Kalk, 
a young officer whose name did not 
appear in the first roster. He died 
of exposure. The -dispatches gave 
no further details of the escape of 
the survivors, but they contained the 
names of 17 of the rescued in addi- 
tion to those announced last night. 
Secretary Daniels issued this state- 
ment: 

“Additional information received 
from- Vice Admiral Sims today re- 
veals the fact that the Jacob Jones 
was torpedoed at 4:12 p. m. on Dec. 
6. She began to settle aft and final- 
ly sank at 4:29. The submarine was 
not seen until some time after the 
ship sank. The submarine then 
picked up one survivor, whose iden- 
tity is not known. The destroyer was 
not so far from the European coast 
as was indicated by the first dis- 
patch. 

Explosion Killed Gunner. 

“Gunner Harry R. Hood was killed 
by the explosion of the torpedo; next 
of kin (mother), Belle Hood, -resi- 
dence at 57 Penn avenue, Atlanta, 
Ga. Ensign S. F. Kalk died later of 
exposure.

Movement of Troops Back 
of Enemy Lines. 


By LINCOLN EYRE, 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World. 
PARIS, Dec. 10.—Evidence is fast 


accumulating that the Germans are 
preparing to launch on the French 
front an offensive on a scale far 
more vast than any attempted since 
the inception of trench warfare. 
Within the last 15 days the trea- 
son of the Maximalists in Russia has 
enabled the enemy to move divisions 
from the eastern to the western 
theater of operations. 


It is well understood that the Ger- 
man pressure will necessitate bring- 
ing into the line every available unit 
in the French army. With an ava- 
lanche of artillery composed of bat- 
teries brought from Russia and the 
guns captured in Italy hammering at 
the French lines, and tidal waves of 
shock troops engulfing French 
trenches, the situation might become 
grave. 

I am reliably informed that the 
French command already has re- 
marked an extraordinary concentra- 
tion of both artillery and infartry at 
many points behind the German 
lines. 

Alsace Forces Increased. 
Aerial observers have noticed a 
steady movement of troops coming 
into France both on trains and on 
roads. And reports from Switzer- 
land speak of railroads in the Rhine 
valley being barred to civilians and 
of an increase in the forces in Al- 
sace. 

In the region of Rheims patrol 
reconnaisance Nas established the 
presence oi divisions newly arrived 
from the eastern front. And. divi- 
sions also just shifted from Russia 
are being detected in the Argonne 
and Le Chaume-Bezonvaux sectors 
on the right bank of the Meuse. 

It is well known that 12 divisions, 
released by Russian defection, have 
been flung against the army of Gen. 
Byng before Cambrai. 

Gustav Herve writes in La Vic- 
toire about the probabilities of a 
great German drive on the west front 
as follows: 

“It will be our turn soon to face 
new cudgel blows like that which we 
tasted at Verdun in the end of Feb- 
ruary, 1916. It would be surprising, 
indeed, if the German great general 
staff, with the offensive spirit which 
it has been able to conserve, didn’t 
carry the dream of piercing our 
front, recommencing the attempts 
of 1914 against Paris and Calais. 
“Thanks to the ignoble treason of 
the Maximalists, here we are in the 
middle of the fourth year of the war 
obliged to stiffen ourselves in efforts 
similar to that we made in August 
and September, 1914. 

“Never shall we have more need 
in the rear of calm and sacred unity 
and the spirit of discipline than in 
the three coming months.

Tomorrow-—the 
front! And then I crept into my 
tent and tried to sleep. 

CHAPTER II. 
Dumped at a Siding. ' 

OT much sleep that night, a 
sort of feverish coma instead; 
wild dreams in which I and 

the gendarme were attacking a Ger- 
man trench, the officer in charge of 
which we found to be the Base 
Camp Adjutant after all. 

However, I got up>»-early—packed 
my few belongings in my valise, 
which had mysteriously turned up 
from the docks, and went off on the 
tram down to Havre. That hundred 
men I had brought over had nothing 
to do with me now. I was entirfly 
on my own and was off to the front 
to join my battalion. Down at 
Havre the officials at the station 
gave me a complicated yellow dia- 
gram, known as a traveling pass, 
and I got into a carriage in the train 
bound for Rouen. 

I was not alone now; a whole for- 
est of Second Lieutenants like my- 
self were in the same train, and 
with them a solid, congealed mass 
of valises, packs, revolvers and hav- 
ersacks. At last the train started, 
and after the usual hour spent in 
feeling that you have left all the 
most important things behind, I 
settled down on a mound of equip- 
ment and tried to do a bit of a 
sleep. 

So what with sleeping, smoking 
and talking, we jolted along until we 
pulled up at Rouen. Here I had to 
leave the train, for some obscure 
reason, in order to go to the Palais 
de Justice to get another ticket. I 
padded off down over the bridge 
into Rouen, found the Palais, went 
in, and was shown along to an of- 
fice that dealt in tickets. 

In this dark and dingy oak- 
paneled saloon, illuminated. by elec- 
tric light and the glittering reflec- 
tions from gold braid, there lurked 
a General or two. I was here given 
another pass entitling me to be de- 
posited at a certain siding in Flan- 
ders. 

Back I went to the station, and in 
due course rattled off in the train 
again towards the North. 

A fearfully long journey we had 
up to the front. The worst of it was 
that nobody knew— or, if they did, 
wouldn't tell you-—which way you 
were going, or how long it would 
take to get to your destination. For 
instance, we didn’t know we were 
going to Rouen till we got there; and 
we didn’t know we were going from 
Rouen to Boulogne until, after a 
night spent in the train, the whole 
outfit jolted and jangled into the 
Gare de Something, down by the 
wharf at that salubrious seaport. 

We spent a complete day and part 
of an evening at Boulogne, as our 
train did not leave until midnight. 

I and another chap who was going 
to the next railhead to mine at the 
front, went off together into the 
town and had lunch at a cafe in the 
High street. We then strolled around 
the shops, buying a few things we 
needed. Not very attractive things 
either, but I'll mention them here 
show how we thought and felt. 

Tea With Two French Giris. 

We first went to a pharmacie“ 


tent. 


and got some boxes of morphia: tab- | 


lets, after which we went to an iron- 
monger’s (don't know the French 
for it) and each bought a ponderous | 


pair of barbed wire cutters. So What 


with wire clippers and morphia 
tablets, we were gay. About 4 o’clock 
we calmed down a bit, and went to 
the same restaurant where we had 
lunched. 


Here we had tea with a couple of 
French girls, exceeding good to look 
upon, who had apparently escaped 
from Lille. We got on splendidly 
with them till a couple of French of- 
ficers, one with the Legion of Honor, 
came along to the next table. That 
took all the shine out of us, so we 
determined to quit, and cleared off 
to the Hotel de Folkestone, where we 
had a bath to console us. Dinner fol- 
lowed, and then, feeling particularly 
hilarious, I made my will. Not the 
approved will of family lawyer style, 
but just a letter announcing, in bald 
and harsh terms that, in the evént of 
my remaining permanently in Bel- 
gium, I wanted my total small world- 
ly wealth to be disposed of in a cer- 
tain. way. 


Felt better after this outburst and, 
rejoining my pal, we went oft into 
the town again and by easy stages 
reached the train. 

At about 1 a. m. the train started, 
and we creaked and groaned our 
way out of Boulogne. We were now. 
really off for the front, and the sit- 
uation consequently’ became more 
exciting. We were slowly getting 
nearer and nearer to the real thing. 
But what a train! It dribbled and 
rumbled along at about five miles an 
hour, and, I verily believe, stopped 
at every farmhouse within sight of 
the line. I could not help thinking 
that the engine driver was a Ger- 
man in disguise, wao was trying to 
prevent our ever arriving at our des- 
tination. I tried to sleep, but each 
time the train pulled up woke with 
a start and thought that we'd got 
there. This went on for many hours 
and as I knew we must be getting’ 
somewhere near, my dreams became 
worse and worse. 


A Cautious Engine Driver. 

I somehow began to think that the 
engine driver was becoming cau- 
tious (he was a Frenchmman again) 
—thought that, perhaps, he had to 
get down occasionally and walk 
ahead a bit to see if it was safe to 
go on. 

Nobody in the train had the least 
idea where the front was, how far 
off. or what it was like. For all we 
knew our train might be going right 
up into the rear of the front line 
trenches. Somewhere round 6 a. m. 
I reached my siding. All the others, 
except myself and one other, had 
got out at previous halts. I got 
down from the carriage on to the 
cinder track and went along the line 
to the station. Nobody about except 
a few Frenchmen, so I went back 
to the carriage again and sat look- 
ing out. through the dimmed win- 
dow at the rain-soaked flat country. 
The other fellow with me was doing 
the same. A sudden, profound de- 
pression came over me. Here was 
I and this other cove dumped down 
at this horrible siding; nothing to 
eat, and nobody to meet us. How 
rude and callous of someone, or 
something. I looked at my watch; 
it had stopped, and on trying to 
wind it I found it was broken. 

I stared out of the window again; 
gave that up, and stare“ at the op- 
posite seat.

Rumania Forced Into Armistice Deal 
by Russia, it Is Reported. 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 10.—The Ru- 
manian Government was forced to 
enter the armistice negotiations with 
the Germans, according to a Vienna 
dispatch to the Lokal Anzeiger of 
Berlin, as a result of an ultimatum 
from the Russian Government. This 
threatened the withdrawal of Rus- 
sian troops from the Moldavian front 
and the stoppage of the export of

Fifteen Children Are Treated on 
First Morning at Central 
High School. 

The first free public school dental 
clinic opened this morning at Central 
High School. The clinic, which will 
be continued as a permanent branch 
of the Department of Hygiene of the 
public school system, was established 
with an annuity of $2500 donated by 
George A. Meyer, president of the 
International Bank. 

Fifteen children. a majority of 
them suffering from neglected and 
decayed teeth, appeared for treat- 
ment. 

Children in need of treatment are 
sent from the various city schools 
upon the recommendation of mem- 
bers of the visiting staff of nurses. 

iach child ts furnished with a blank 
form on which their parents must 
consent to the treatment. When 
this formality is disposed of, the pa- 
tient is sent, at the expense of the 
Board of Education, to the clinic. 

Before going into the operating 
room for treatment, the children are 
lectured on cleanliness and the care 
of their teeth, by Miss L. Lambing, 
a nurse. To facilitate this work slo- 
Sans, such as Fifty per cent of fail- 
ures in public schools are due to de- 
fective teeth,“ have been written on 
a large blackboard in the waiting 
room.

DENOUNCES SPEECH 
OF THE PRESIDENT 


Reventlow Writes Message 
Proves Issue to Be Existence 
of a German Empire. 


ONE SAYS ‘WILSON MUST G 


Another Declares America Is 
Trampling Monroe Doctrine 
in Pursuance of Crazy Idea.“ 


AMSTERDAM. Dec. 10.— The Ger- 


man press generally uses language 
ot denunclation in commenting on 
President Wilson's message to Con- 
gress. Count von Reventlow, in the 
Tages Zeitung, sees in the message 
proof that, quite apart from the war 
on land, it is a question of the ac- 
tual existence of the German empire 
and that only the strength and tenac- 


ity of Germany will and can prevail 
against the Anglo-Saxon attack. 

The Tageblatt says that the mes- 
sage has raised new difficulties for 
the friends of peace by understand- 
ing. 

The Zeitung am Mittag says: “If 
President Wilson so puts the prob- 
lem that there can be no peace with 
the present Germany, then Wilson, 
together with Lloyd George and Cle- 
menceau, must disappear.’’ 

The Rheinische Westfalische Zeit- 
ung says: Wilson has surpassed 
himself in unexampled shameless- 
ness.“ 

It interprets the war declaration 
against Austria as intended to revive 
the low spirits of the entente coun- 
tries at a moment when their pros- 
pects were hopelessly gloomy. 

“U. S. Trampling. Monroe Doctrine.” 

The Deemokratisch Volks Zeitung 
calls President Wilson The protec- 
tor of the endangered British em- 
pire.”’ 

The Neuste Nachrichten says: “No 
former President worked so repul- 
sively toward foreign questions as 
President Wilson. America now is 
trampling the Monroe doctrine in 
pursuance of a crazy idea.“

WAR, SAYS CZERNIN 


Action, However, Is “Painful” to 


Austria-Hungary, Foreign 
Minister States. 
AMSTERDAM, Lec. 10.—The dec- 
laration of war against Austria-Hun- 
gary by the United States, while 
“painful” to the empire, will not af- 
fect the war, in the opinion of Count 


Czernin, Austro-Hungartan Foreign 
Minister, whose recent speech is 
quoted in the Berlin Tages Zeitung. 
Referring to President Wilson’s mes- 
sage, Count Czernin is credited with 
having said: 

“President Wilson’s speech is in 
many respects not clear, but ft marks 
a step forward in the President's 
manner of thinking, at least in one 
direction, when he says ‘We in no- 
wise desire to harm Austria- Hun 
gary and it is none of our affair to 
concern ourselves with institutions 
and peoples.’ ? 

Speaks of Progress by President. 

“The President shows signs of 
＋ making important progress which- it 

a is to our interest to nail down. The 
right of self-determination by a na- 
tion is a catch phrase given differ- 
ent interpretations by various states- 
men. We find it first used by the 
entente at the beginning of the war 
as their reasons for taking up arms 
to protect small states like Servia 
and Montenegro from violence by 
the central Powers. 

“In a note addressed to the bellig- 
erents in December, 1916, President 
Wilson still held to be the one prin- 
ciple of his peace aims the safe- 
guarding of the rights of small stat as. 
Subsequently he supplemented this 
with the formula that he is waging 
war for the liberation from foreign 
domination of Italians, Servians, Ru- 
manians, Czechs and Slovaks. This 
protection for small nations has e- 
ceded into the background to be re- 
placed by plans for the forcible sep- 
aration from the monarchy of csr- 
tain nationalities without granting 
the latter the right of self-determi- 
nation of their future.“

flotilla of American destroyers to 
reach the war zone when the United 
States entered the world war Secre- 
tary Daniels turns, in his annual re- 
port, made public today, to find the 
war slogan of the naval service. 
Asked by the British Admiral to 
whom he reported when his ships 
would be ready for work against the 
submarines after the long voyage, 
the officer replied: 

“We are ready now.” 

“That was not the language of 
boasting,” Daniels says in describing 
the incident. “It was the prophecy 


and pledge of our service with those 


fighting in a common cause. 

Proposes $1,039,660,502 Budget. 

For the coming year Daniels pro- 
poses a naval budget of $1,039,660,- 
502, which is not itemized in his re- 
port: In various ways, he says, it 
will be necessary to ask for addition- 
al funds as the session of Congress 
proceeds. He points out, however, 
that appropriations for the last fisca] 
year totaled $1,542,732,859 for the 
navy, and for a 13 months’ period, 
$1,905,410,930. 

Striking figures contained in the 
report showing the war expansion of 
the navy include the following: 

Since Jan. 1, 1917, the naval force 
has increased from 4500 officers and 
68,000 men to 15,000 officers and 
254,000 men; the number of stations 
of all kinds operated by the navy 
has increased from 130 to 363; the 
number of civil employes from 36,- 
000 to 60,000; the strength of the 
naval reserve from a few hundreds 
to 49,246 men; the average monthly 
expenditure from $8,000,000 to $60,- 
000,000; the number of ships in 
commission from a little more than 
300 to more than 1000; the Hospital 
Corps from 1600 to 7000; the Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers from none 
to 16,000 men; the Marine Corps 
from 344 officers and 9921 men to 
1197 officers and 30,000 men. In 
addition to this and to the vast or- 
ders for material placed, the expan- 
sion of the air service and to many 
(wholly new activities developing 
from war conditions, training facil- 
ities have been provided for 113,650 
men exclusive of the Naval Acad- 
emy and other regular service 
schools.

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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


vad | T seems that one thing that must come out of 
the present session of Congress is some un- 
derstanding as to the bounds within which 
we are to have criticism of the Government during 
the war,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

There is a very grave danger that if the present 
situation continues all those whose motives in criti- 
cising the Government are bad may succeed in hiding 
behind those whose motives are good. This would be 
unfortunate for two reasons: First, because it may 
deprive the Government of 2 great deal of construc- 
tive criticism, and it may to some extent shield those 
in our midst who wish us no good. 

Wo must have an active constructive criticism of 
the war policies of the Government, just as England 
and France have had. We cannot win the war with- 
out it. On the other hand, we must make a plain 
distinction between such criticism and that which 
seeks not to improye our method of making war, but 
wishes merely to diminish the effectiveness of such 
means as we have. 

The obvious opportunity of the Republican party 
at this time is this constructive criticism. There lies 
its single means of serving either the country or it- 
self, I have been watching the Republican party 
since the wag began, and it is my opinion that it has 
displayed a great deal of political discretion. In- 
stead of interfering at a time when not a moment 
was to be lost in going to the relief of those who 
fought the common enemy, it held its forces in line 
and reserved for itself the right of constructive criti- 
cism when that should be useful. I call that pretty 
good politics. 

‘In contrast to that we have the Socialists, whe 
have by this time pretty well convinced the country 
that they parted from the rest of us when war was 
declared. Some of the Socialists themselves have 
complained of the party having been put in this posi- 
tion, and its future in constructive criticism is dis- 
credited by its past.

Cardinals Placed 
Third With .966 
In Team Fielding 


Race for Honors for 
1917 Season. 


The Cardinals were the third best 
fielding team in the National League. 
according to official averages for the 
1917 season, which have just been 
released. Singularly enough, the 
teams which ran one, two, three in 
the penngnt race finished in an fden- 
tical manner in fielding honors. 7% ie 
Cardinals last season had 6680 
chances and made 221 errors, giving 
them a percentage of .966. 


The race for clean playing afield 
honors was one of the tichtest in the 
history of the parent organization. 
The Giants, pennant winners, topped 
the fold, with 968, while the Cribs 
who finished last, possessed a mark 
958. Thus, but 10 points sepa- 
rated the first and last teams. 

A marked improvement in team 
fielding in comparison with a year 
ago is shown in the figures. In 1916 
National League teams had a total 
of 61,782 chances nd erred on 1939. 
During the past season, 52,196 
chances were offered. and all but 
1876 were played cleanly. The figures:

Strong Secondary College Had

Use of First-Year Men Will 
Strengthen Both Drake and 
Washington Teams. 


Coach R. B. Rutherford of Wash- 
ington University returned from 
Kansas City yesterday thoroughly 
satisfied with the result of his efforis 
at the meeting of Missouri Valley 
Conference coaches and faculty rep- 
resentatives, held there Friday and 
Saturday. 

During the two days, Rutherford 
completed or tentatively agreed upon 
games which will fill the greater part 
of Washington’s 1918 football sched- 
ule; he arranged the most attractive 
basket ball schedule that a Pikeway 
court team has had in many seasons, 
and he helped to carry through a 
piece of war time legislation that 
gives promise of bolstering the ma- 
roon athletic strength. All in all, 
quite a bit of activity considering 
that it was his maiden appearance 
among the Conference authorities. 

Six of Washington’s seven gridiron 
games for next season are practically 
settled. Three of these are M. V. C. 
games, one is with St. Louls U. and 
two are with outside teams. 

Drake will be played here on 
Nov. 9. This was not announced 
at the meeting, because the Des 
Moines school did not have an 
athletic dep representa- 
tive at Kansas City.

Grinnell May Show Here. 


Grinnell College of Iowa and Hen- 
ry Kendall College of Oklahoma 
were both represented at the meet- 
ing to look after their’athletic inter- 
ests with conference teams. Both 
schools applied to Rutherford for 
football games and will in all proba- 
bility receive dates. 

Grinnell made formal application 
for membership inte the Missouri 
Valley Conference and its application 
will be considered. 

The Iowa college is certainly on an 
equal athletic Poting with many of 
the Valley me ers. In 1916 the foot- 
ball team defeated Drake, while this 
year both Drake and lowa were de- 
feated. As Iowa won from Ames, 
there is some logicality to Grinnell’s 
claim of the lowa state football 
championship. 

The real feature of the conference 
was the passing of the ruling that 
Washington and Drake may use 
freshmen on varsity athletic teams, 
whereas the other members of the 
ecireuit must retain the one-year rule. 

This rule is binding only during 
the war period. Because of their 
smaller size, Washington and Drake 
were injured far harder, compara- 
tively, than the other schools by en- 
listments and the draft. The rule 
goes into effect in September of 1918. 
Other schools will be allowed to 
schedule intercollegiate matches fol 
their freshmen teams. 

Rutherford thinks that many of 
the local and even out-of-town high 
School and preparatory school ath- 
letes will be attracted to Washing 
ton next season by the fact that they 
will have an opportunity to make the 
varsity squads. Carrying the case 
further, he thinks that if Washing- 
ton is strong in the Conference one 
season it will athletically “make” 
the school. 

The basket ball schedule includes 
every Conference team except Ames. 
Each of the fives except the Kausas 
Aggies will be played in St. Louis. 
The coaches discussed the advisabil- 
ity of using the glass back standards 
exclusively in preference to the 
boards, but no action was taken.
